Mr. McIntyre’s statement was 
mad in re illy to a question regarding 
a report that the accused lieutenant 
would take the stand in his own behalf 
and that Mrs. Becker also would be a 
witness for her husband. 
“We may contend,” Mr. McIntyre 
said, “that there is not enough evi­ 
dence to warrant a conviction and we 
may go to the jury on the people’s 
case. If the state's case at Its conclu­ 
sion is not any stronger than it is now’ 
in the eyes of the law I don't think 
the defendant has much to answer.” 
Mr. McIntyre says that his life has 
been threatened in person and through 
anonymous letters and admits that he 
is frightened. 
Bald Jack Rose, who says he was 
Police Lieutenant Charles Becker’s 
collector 
of 
graft 
from 
gambling 
houses, told his story on the witness 
stand at Becker’s trial for the murder 
of Herman Rosenthal, the gambler. 
He declared Becker told him he want­ 
ed Rosenthal ‘‘murdered, shot croaked 
or dynamited.” 
“Becker told me.” said Rose, ’’that 
Rosenthal meant to do what he had 
threatened after they had quarreled— 
to squeal and bn ak him. 
‘We have 
got to put Rosenthal,’ he said, ‘where 
you nor I nor anybody else will ever 
have to worry about him again.’ " 
R« se said he protested at this, but 
Beck- r was obdurate. At Becker’s or­

Dr. Biederwolf Says Pangs of Con- 


science Will Cause Punished 


Sinners to Plead. 


FOR RELIEF IN 
BRIMSTONE 


His Dramatic Portrayal Does Not 


Concieve of Hell as Literally as 


That Described in Bible. 


The conception of hell as a place 


of everlasting fire and brimstone is 
not the conception of Dr. Biederwolf 
who preached on "Hell" at the tab- 
ernacle Sunday night. His depic- 
tion of the place of punishment for 
the wicked is far worse than any lake 
of burning fire. 


The evangelist argued that the mir- 


acles and other things in the Bible 
are not taken literally and there is 
no reason why the Bible's description 
of hell be. Dr. Biederwolf declared 
people would not apear in the form 
they did on earth for "Flesh1 and 
blond can not inherit the kigdom of 
Heaven.'' 


Dr Biederwolfs description of the 


conscience pangs which the sinners in 
hell will suffer was probably the dra- 
matic climax of his sermon. His col- 
lar wilted from the strenuous work. 
The perspiration pouring off his face 
and his contenance distorted from 
the imagined pains which he was de- 
picting. Dr. Biederwolf cried that to 
be cast in a lake of everlasting fire 
would' be a relief from the pangs of 
conscience. 


'The craving lusts denied," he 


thundered, "torn from the loved ones, 
and banished from the presence of

if this be not hell there can be none. 
Give the damned to such a doom his 
choice, and rather than this, like Des- 
demona's destroyer, he would cry, 
"Whip me. ye devils! Blow me about 
in winds! Roast me in sulpher! Wash 
me in the liquid steeped 
gulfs 
of 


liquid fire! 'Such, oh man, is hell. 
God save you from it!"

and 


used various other means to

ribleness of a life in hell.

Cettinje, Oct. 14.—Tuzi has surren- 


dered. The Turks are entrenched be- 
tween Shiptchinek and Tuzi. 
The 


Montenegrins are shelling the trenches 
and are also attacking Vranja fort. 
The Montenegrins are constantly in- 
quiring whether the allies have de- 
clared war. 
They have been much 


disappointed to learn .that the mem- 
bers of the Balkan league are still in- 
active. 


London, Oct. 14.—A battle near 


Chafboboiil, in which the Turks were 
defeated with a loss of 300 in killed 
and wounded and some prisoners, is 
the burden of the latest news from the 
Montenegrin-Turkish frontier. 


The Montenegrin forces are now 


divided into three armies, one sur- 
rounding the Turks at Tusi, another 
at Scutari and the third pressing 
toward that important Turkish town. 


The Bulgarian government is said 


to have presented notes to the Turk- 
ish, Austrian and Russian envoys. The 
notes demand reform in the Turkish 
provinces. The Bulgarian prime min- 
ister is quoted as saying that the gov- 
ernment will wait a reasonable time 
for the answer. Failing to get one, an 
ultimatum will he issued. It Is be- 
lieved that no time limit was fixed 
for the introduction of these reforms. 


It Is reported that the reply to Rus- 


sia and Austria in regard to peace 
suggestions of the powers and propo- 
sals about reforms by Turkey, the 
allies courteously remark that one of 
the important clauses in their note is 
obscure and asks for an explanation 
within a short time. It Is understood 
that the ahsence of any precise men- 
tion of the guarantees for the carrying 
out of the reforms is the point in ques- 
tion. The reply is moderately worded 
and explains the delay in answering 
by the necessity of an exchange of 
views by the allies. 


It is reported that the allies' note 


to Turkey demands military control 
of the vflayets hy the great powers 
and the interested Balkan states and 
the immediate demobilization of the 
Turkish army. 


The men of Montenegro, the Black 


Mountain, are keeping up -their mar- 
vellous record of victory, -a record ex- 
tending over nearly 1,000 years. 


The little kingdom has been a speck 


ot an island fn the ocean of Moslem 
Invasion. 
The Turks covered over, 


as by a great flood, powerful empires 
and peoples, inundated Asia Minor and 
took the Gree~k capital of the Byzan- 
tine empire, Constantinople. 
They 


went on to tire very gates of Vienna, 
and all "Europe was in deadly peri] nf 
the harbarian. for such he was as he 
came out of the steppes of Asia. 


John Sohieskl, the Pole, saved En- 


rope. Trft that never be forgotten for 
the gallant Polish race, but Monten«- 
gro defied the Turk, put him 'back, d^- 
feated his vast army in the mountain 
fastnesses and even went to meet him 
In hi« own strongholds. 


Again the Montenegrin throws dnwn 


the gage of battle. He deserves the 
sympathy of the world. The Turk is 
an anachronism in Europe. He never 
belonged there, never put off his bar- 
barism and intolerance, both racial 
and religious. 


There is a deply human side, human 


because religious, to the present trou- 
ble in the Balkans. The negotiations 
of the diplomatists and the talk of mil- 
itary movements obsecttre the funda- 
mental issue -which has called to arms 
hundreds of thousands of men on both 
sides of the Turkish frontier. 
Four 


nations, erstwhile rivals, have com- 
bined to make common cause against 
their ancient foe, the Turk. The ex- 
planation lies in the strength of the 
religious tie. These four nations. 
Greece. Rul^aria, Servia and Monte- 
negro, arc Christian nations and the 
motive t!;at has called them to con- 
flict !•: the irextingrtishable fear and 
liatred of their anicent Mohammedan 
oppressor. 


Dramatically and cmcially, it !» the 


call that led the Apostle Paul to cross 
from Asia into Europe which has been 
heeded by the four Balkan provinces: 
"Come over into Macedonia and help 
us." In the four nations which are 
now turning a warlike front toward 
Turkey the Greek orthodox church is 
the state religion. 
Having this in 


common, Bulgarians and Greeks, who 
not many years ago talked of war be- 
themselves. find "the tie that binds" 
stronger than all considerations that 
•eparate. One hears of the "great 
fdea" which rules the hearts of these 
people, and when expressed the "great 
idea" is found to be the return of the 
cross to the church of St. Sophia, 
which la now surmounted by a cres- 
cent 


•tractive Force That Remove* an 
Obstruction That For Years Had 
Kept Thousands of Acres of Rich 
Garden Lands Inundated Merely For 
Purposes of Sport. 


Hammond, Ind., Oct. 14.—Twenty-six 


pounds of dynamite, divided into five 
charges, fired by Chief Martin and a 
number of men on the Gary police 
force, blew up the Toileston club dam 
on the Little Calumet river. 


With the first crack of the old tim- 


bers and stones in the dam, millions 
of gallons of water spread over thou- 
sands of acres of land and moved 
westward through the Little Calumet 
channel. The explosions were terrific, 
and sent some of the old logs In the 
obstruction 100 feet into the air. 


The breaking of the dam will drain 


thousands of acres of land. It will re- 
move the artificial overflow that the 
old Toileston Gun club has maintained 
in this territory for years. 
The pro- 


posed Burns ditch, it is figured, will 
drain this area and it will be used for 
gardening purposes. The reason for 
breaking the dam was to get rid of 
the water, which otherwise would have 
made the big south side sewer system 
in Gary, now under construction, an 
Impossibility. 


CLUE TO MURDER 


Tracks Lead From Skeleton Found In 


Human Funeral Pyre. 


Evansville, Ind.. Oct. 14.—Evidences 


of a murder committed several weeks 
ago, with practically all clues obliter- 
ated except a set of mule hoofprints. 
were uncovered in the finding of the 
skeleton of a man in a deserted bayou 
near Dam No. 48 on the Ohio river, 
fifteen miles below this city. 


The skeleton, bare of flesh except 


on the arms, lay near a fire, and it is 
thought the body was brought there 
to be burned. Ashes show that a big 
fire had been kindled, and the absence 
of all except a few small bits of cloth- 
ing show that the fire did most of its 
work on the body. 


The possibility that a tramp or lone- 


camper caught fire and was burned to 
death is eliminated by the inaccessi- 
bility of the bayou from the roads of 
travel. The hoofprints of a mule lead- 
ing to and from the scene indicate that 
the body was brought there before the 
fire was kindled. Hoys who were out 
nutting found the body.

Chicago, Oct. 14.—On the advice of 


his physicians, Colonel Theodore Roos- 
evelt cancelled all of his scheduled 
addresses for today, with the excep- 
tion of the night meeting at Milwau- 
kee. 
When the colonel awoke Sun- 


day morning he was scarcery able to 
speak aloud, as the result of the hard 
strain on his voice at the two big 
meetings Saturday night in the foreign 
district on the west side, and at the 
Coliseum, and the throat specialists 
who were called in warned him that 
he must be more careful and advise 
that he limit his addresses to one a 
day under penalty of being forced into 
comparative silence the rest of the 
campaign. 


The colonel's campaign managers 


also urged upon him the necessity of 
a strenuous windup in New York state 
and city the last week before election 
and also that his assistance was need- 
ed in several of the larger cities in 
the middle west, where he is down for 
speeches. Jlr. Roosevelt then reluct- 
antly 
ordered 
his 
managers 
to 


postpone indefinitely his scheduled 
speeches at Gary, Indiana Harbor. 
Hammond and at Kenosha and Racine, 
\Vis. He especially regrets his inabil- 
ity to speak at Gary to the United 
States steel corporation employes, in 
view of the fact that Governor Wilson 
addressed them last week. All of the 
cancelled talks were to have been 
made in the open air, which the doc- 
tors expressly forbid.

Many 
wounded die because they have not 
been found and attended to. Every 
man between the ages of IS and 65 is 
on the firing line and the women con- 
rey the ammunition and food to the 
front in bullock wagons."
